That was just a very quick look at the initial start and first level of the 
game. From there the action actually really picks up and it gets quite fun. 

I was rather pleased with my first 15 minutes of Iron Man 3, even though 
the in-game graphics aren’t as good as we hoped. However, the 
explosions are quite good, and the controls are decent. And yes, you can 
use the gyroscope and control the game by tilting your tablet or smart 
phone. I had to lower the sensitivity though, it was a bit extreme out of 
the box. 

Let us talk about in-app purchases. This game is free but follows the 
freemium model so you can enjoy it at no cost, but really enjoy it and 
power-up, add more armor, get better weapons and more if you choose to 
purchase more stuff. The in-app purchases are pretty extreme too. Going 
on the record here. There’s an in-app purchase of $99.99 USD. Yes, nearly 
100 bucks. That’s just ridiculous. On the bright side that will get you the 
billion dollars Stark High-rise Tower from the movies. 

Actual game play is extremely fun and I found myself enjoying it more 
than I thought I would. At first it wasn’t much, but after you get more 
weapons and past the 10,000m mark the game really picks up. You’ll be 
dodging street signs, trucks on the road, jets in the sky and blasting 
enemies. Then trying to dodge incoming fire while sliding your finger on- 
screen to fire missiles at targets becomes a bit of a challenge. There was 
no lag whatsoever, but I did get the occasional lag when in-between 
sessions the game gives you an ad for other apps and games, which is a 
bummer. 





All the terrible in-app purchases aside, the game has some unique (and 
irritating) ideas that make it rather unique. You can earn XP points to buy 
any of the 18 different Iron Man suits available. Sadly after you purchase 
it, you have to spend coins earned during the game to actually build it. 

So yes, Gameloft is double dipping in your pocket. You’ll likely end up 
giving them some actual money to build up suits faster. Weak! 

Then the cool yet irritating feature is the suit then takes time to build. It 
isn’t magical here guys, and Jarvis has to build your newly purchased 
Iron Man suit. The second one in game takes roughly 14 minutes to build. 
While waiting go for another flight and earn more coins, XP, and get 
ready to buy additional weapons. You can skip the wait time, but again, 
this costs diamonds which are even harder to get in the game. 

So in the end Iron Man 3 for Android is actually extremely fun. It’s a fast- 
paced action endless runner full of 3D graphics, and the sound track is 
pretty epic. The game has soo many different power-ups, new suits, and 
options like buying the Stark Tower that you could play it for days and 
days. It’s a good approach for those who love to dive head first into a 
game, but casual gamers will probably lose interest thanks to truckloads 
of in-app purchases all over the place.

Gameloft released Iron Man 3: The Official Game for iOS and Android 
devices, and as we expected, this free-to-play superhero romp includes 
plenty of in-app purchases. It's also a bit difficult, but what do you 
expect with missiles, jets and mechanical lowlifes attempting to turn 
Tony Stark into scrap? Of course, we have a variety of tips to help keep 
you alive. 

-With multiple enemies on-screen, paint your targets by carefully sliding 
a finger across each bad guy. Do this somewhat methodically, since quick 
swipes usually result in misses. Considering health is at a premium, you 
can't afford silly mistakes. 

-Always keep an eye on the obstacles that lie ahead. This will give you a 
much better chance at dodging projectiles. 

-With so much happening, it's easy to lose sight of all those red Stark 
Credits. Be sure to pick up as many as possible, and but avoid going after 
hard-to-reach virtual currency the developers strategically placed close to 
obstacles. Always better to remain alive as long as possible. There will 
always be more Credits to grab, uadruple's your score and the Proton 
Field (green shield) that lets Iron man resist three hits. Keep in mind 
these are only temporary. 



-Spend Stark Credits to upgrade Iron Man's armor across three categories: 



Special, Weapon and HP. The price goes up each time you continuously 
upgrade one of these attributes. 

-Tired of waiting for armor to finish building or attribute upgrades? You 
can always speed up the process by spending different amounts of ISO-8. 
This also carries over to repairing armor, but we suggest waiting until 
time expires. 

-It's always a good idea to have more than one suit researched to 
eliminate waiting for repairs to finish. 

-Complete achievements to earn Stark Credits and ISO-8. These include 
defeating 10 enemies in a single run or traveling 30,000 meters. 

-Mastering those achievements also helps Iron Man level up, which gives 
you access to new armor. 

-Want to keep playing after Iron Man croaks? Continue the current game 
using ISO-8. The more times you continue in one game, the more 
expensive it gets. 




You receive the Mark III armor right away. From there, you can research 
up to three additional suits. Want more? Buy storage for 70 ISO-8. 

-You can unlock armor by spending XP or ISO-8. 

-You cannot buy Stark Credits. To get a lot in a hurry, you'll need to 
exchange ISO-8. You can always buy more of that by making an in-app 
purchase. 

-Complete Daily Missions for bigger rewards. To see the current mission 
and the time remaining until it's gone, click the Missions tab. 

-Similarly, you can view the achievements and progress by pressing the 
Trophies tab. 

Instead of waiting for suits to build or weapons to upgrade after you buy 
them, set the clock on your device ahead. They after they are purchased, 
set the clock back to the correct time. 




Iron Man 3: The Official Game iPad Review 



With more smartphone and tablet games going free-to-play, it's 
interesting to see the lengths publishers go towards implementing in-app 
purchases. Few do it well, while most seem greedy. Gameloft sits in the 
middle, and its newest iOS and Android title, Iron Man 3, is a prime 
example why. This action-packed endless flying game includes the sorts 
of features that hardcore fans crave, from 18 different suits of armor 
(including the Iron Patriot and War Machine) to famous villains like 
Crimson Dynamo and M.O.D.O.K. You could in theory enjoy the game for 
hours without spending a dime, and it's certainly fun despite some 
issues. Build the aforementioned armor, though, and you'll soon realize 
everything has a price.

Iron Man 3 does a good job putting the best things just out of reach. You 
receive the Mark III armor right away with the option of researching 
different suits, but there's a catch. You only have three additional slots to 
start, and must "buy storage" for more using ISO-8, one of the game's 
premium currencies, the other being Stark Credits. You can always 
dismantle a suit and research another without adding more spaces, but 
here's the kicker. You can only buy ISO-8 via IAP. Want Stark Credits? Play 
the game over several hours to amass thousands or cash in some 
precious ISO-8 for more. Considering how difficult it is to accumulate 
ISO-8 through normal play, grinding is the best option if you're short on 
cash and heavy on patience. 




This isn't necessarily a deal breaker. We didn't expect Gameloft to just 
hand over the Mark 33 Silver Centurion and Mark 30 Starboost without 
holding its outstretched hand for a little dough, or heavy grinding on our 
part. Far stranger is the time it takes to repair your armor after dying, 
which is more or less inevitable in a game that throws missiles, fighter 
jets and killer robots your way. Bottom line, Iron Man take damage and 
you'll need to wait until his suit repairs itself so you can play again. 
Granted, this doesn't take long, but it feels completely unnecessary. Ask 
us to pay for suits all you want, but don't prevent us from playing the 
game 

Speaking of which, there's very little leeway with the collision detection, 
which is a shame considering things move so quickly. Touch a missile by 
just a hair, and Iron Man loses a considerable amount of energy. 
Oftentimes, it'll seem as if we left enough room to fly through something, 
only to die anyway. 

Performance wise, there are slight bits of lag in certain parts of the game. 
Not enough to hamper the experience, but an eyesore considering the 
vision Gameloft obviously sought to achieve. On a side note, the 3D 
graphics feature tiny jagged edges around characters and the 
environment as a whole. Again, this doesn't ruin things, but considering 
the iPhone 5 and iPad Retina displays, a higher resolution game would 
have been ideal. This notwithstanding, the exquisite armor detail is a 
wonderful sight. 




In regard to controls, prepare for a slight learning curve. You can only 
move Iron Man left or right, but attack was mapped to the same button 
press, which makes avoiding projectiles and returning fire a bit tricky. 

The problems notwithstanding, we don't mean to gang up on Iron Man 3 
for the sake of condemning Gameloft. On the positive side, the company 
managed to create an enjoyable game that attempts to mix things up. As 
such, you'll have flying segments that force you to dodge hazards, then 
slower combat sequences that let you to destroy targets. You may even 
transition into hover mode to kill ground-based bad guys, or square off 
against a boss. Now consider three unique locations to explore (Malibu 
Shores, New York City and China) and a wealth of achievements, and 
there's plenty of content. 

The overall lack of accessibility knocks Iron Man 3 down several pegs, 
but considering the unimpressive history of superhero video games, this 
one still manages to shine, with its intense flying, daily challenges and 
fan service. Money improves this title considerably, but you don't need to 
spend it to have a decent time.

Collect Them During The Game 

Duh, right? The easiest way to score thousands of these suckers is to 
grab them as Iron Man flies around. You literally cannot miss them, as 
Gameloft placed these red objects throughout the adventure. Position 
Iron Man and you're good to go. 



Complete Missions 

View the current list of missions from the main menu, then make a point 
to keep them in mind during the game. These range from defeating 50 
enemies in a single run to reaching 20,000 meters in one game. As it 
turns out, Gameloft will reward you handsomely. 



Trade In ISO-8 

You cannot buy Stark Credits using actual money, but you can exchange 
ISO-8 for a whole bunch. Granted, parting with ISO-8 isn't necessarily 
easy, but an upgraded Iron Man is a powerful Iron Man. 

Here's the breakdown: 200 ISO-8 for 30,000 Credits, 1,000 ISO-8 for 
250,000 Credits, 5,500 ISO-8 for 1,500,000 Credits.

Not only can you 
view the complete list from the main menu, but the game also fills you in 
on the progress for each achievement. Just remember to claim rewards to 
pad your virtual bank account.

Watch Videos 

It's a slow crawl, admittedly, but Gameloft will give you one measly piece 
of ISO-8 for watching videos. Visit the in-app purchase screen and click 
"Get Free iSO-8" in the lower right corner. Better than nothing, we say. 

Buy It 

If all else fails, yes, you can exchange real dollars for various amounts of 
ISO-8. A bit defeatist, yes, but War Machine won't unlock himself. With 
this in mind, here are the amounts: 150 ($1.99), 500 ($4.99), 1,100 
($9.99), 2,500 ($19.99), 6,500 ($49.99), 15,000 ($99.99)

Iron Man 3 blasts its way to theaters May 3, and Gameloft will attempt to 
compliment the film with an endless running (more like flying) game for 
iOS and Android. The decision to go this route instead of an open 
world/mission based title is a bit strange, though given the casual- 
friendly nature of the project, there's a good chance such a risk will pay 
off. 

Players take control of Iron Man as the Marvel superhero flies through a 
variety of locations. For now, a user direct the suit-wearing Tony Stark by 
pressing the right and left portions of the screen, though Gameloft has 
plans to add accelerometer controls. Good thing, because we found the 
game a bit difficult to control, especially when you factor in shooting 
enemies with on-screen taps. 

Although we didn't see this demoed, the game will include multiple suits 
players can unlock and there will be upgrades available. On that note, 
we'll cross our fingers that Gameloft avoids the superhero video game 
curse when Iron Man 3: The Official Game debuts in the near future. That 
said, watch the trailer to see this visually impressive title in action.
